ard II” with Maurice Evans as 
Richard, would undoubtedly |n after 
years remeihber such a visit by the 
play. ^ . 

To return (VVe a play that haa 
carried one away In Iho manner 
that “Richard" doe* is always a risk, 
but to return to seo “Richard" la 
only to find out what one has really 
missed. No wonder the house ms 
packed wHV the most^thuaMMlc 
audience leen In NeW York, no 
Wonder the person to my left was 
thee# for the ninth time, for her* 
Indeed waa an example of Hu power 
and possibility of Shakespeare 'well 
done. 'With tho aid of three parma- 
neni arche* and curtains the seven- 
laert, acenea were played without a 
•lojJ, aside from th* two fixed Inter- 
missions. Eve ry sce ne might have 
been a palRTed pTclure. Starting 
with King Richard's palace with 
Hlchayd on his throne, we were 
flashed to the Duke of Lancaster's 
palace, from there to the lists at 
Coventry, a tent-effect gloriously 
colorful and smelling of combat. 
After returning to the court we 
were In Ely House, a marvelous pic- 
ture Id Itself with Its large stained- 
glaxa window and ipaclous slalrwayT 
W* aUrted Act 11 In Windsor 
CMlIe, and then repaired to the 
Wilds of Gloucestershire, which was 
played on the fore-stage, the players 
enicring from the orrheslra pit. 
Other most effective scenes were 
Richard’s return lo England, with 
the three huge ship-maata towering 
up In Iho archways; Iho exterior of 
the palace where, oh a tower-ehapeci 
balcony, Richard walla to acb Henry; 
and the death-scene In Pomfret 
Castle, which waa played In the dark 
except for ghoslly rays of light com- 
ing from abovo. ^ 

In tune with these spocSlular 
aelllnga were Ih* costuroai, th* 
coloring and lln* of which war* a 
treat to tho aye. Yet. of couXm, ona 
might any Shakespear* la tha poetry, 
not (h* dacorj but they had not 
Overlooked, that point In this pro- 
duction. Every word counted; th* 
pronunciation, articulation, ahd 
tone-values ver* such aa we seldom 
hav^th# pleasure of hearing. Tha 
caaHg well-balanced, every character 
holds hla position In tha play, and 
Mauiio* Evans leaves one Indebted 
to him for something. great added 
to our llfe» 

Another' ipectacular production 
well worth aeeing la *The Etemad 
Road." Bristling with the genius of 
Max Reinhardt, the production la 
almoat overpowering. Flayed with- 
-out a curtain, \he scene* are shifted 
on darkened mrtlona of tho stage 
while other amaa are In uaa._'l'ha 
rauslc, lighting and^ color of this 
production wMo unusually fine.
